». “Acshort time ago we had a some- 
what<celebrated enquiry into the pro- 
fits made in the handling of bacon. 
Ithad_nothing whatever to do with 
cold storage, and yet the newspapers 
referred to it day after day in glaring 
headlines as‘‘the cold storage en- 
quiry” “There {s. “heed for clearer 
thinking along these lines ‘in order 
that the people generally: may have a 
“better understandiiig of the relation 
of the cold storage industry to the 
trade in. food produets,; and its effect 
on food supply and prices, ’ 

“The prejudice against cold storage 
--comes under two heads. First, that 
’ which is based on the belief that 

cold storage warehouse is responsible, 
in some degree at least, for the in- 
creased cost of living. Why cdid 
~ storage” should -have- been-chosen .as 
the scapegoat in connection with ex- 
citement arising out of the increased 
cost of living is not very easy to un- 
derstand, but it seems to be a fact. 
‘Then there is the conviction, firmly 
implanted in the minds of many peo- 
ple, that the cold storage of food pro- 
ducts inevitably results in deteriora- 
tion of quality. 

“Regarding the relation between 
cold storage and the cost of food pro- 
ducts, there is possibly some room for 
argument, but the broad fact remains 
that cold ‘storage facilities for the 
holding of goods of seasonal. produc- 
tion ic practically the only means 
which we have of preserving the sur- 
plus in many foods from the period 
of flush production to the period when 

* the production is not equal to the con- 

sumptive demand. The feal effect of 

cold storage on prices is to stabilize; 
to prevent gluts in the market which 


fete iene 
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production becomes unremunerative 

and ceasés, by absorbing the surplus 

and currying it forward to the period 

of scarce production, and thus pre- 
venting prices from going as high as 

~ they otherwise would. “It would be 
impossible to provide the large cen- 

tres of population with certain foods 
during the slack season of production 
without cold storage facilities. After 

all there is no difference in principle 
between preserving food products in 

cold storage or preserving them in the 

.« form of canned goods, or in using ele- 
vators to store surplus grain at the 

; time of its being harvested until such 
time as it is required for consumption: 
“With regard to the effect of cold 
storage on the quality of food pro- 
ducts, I can only say that the very 

£ common belief that the quality is in- 
evitably injured is not justified by the 
facts of the case. It is undoubtedly 

‘ true that foods coming out of cold 
storage are ° frequently of inferior 
quality, but that only proves that the 
quality was inferior when they were 
put into-cold storage. Cold storage 
will not restore the quality, and at 
best it can only be expected to pre- 
serve foods in the same condition as 
received, providing -they‘are held un- 
der a proper temperature. In a gen- 
eral way it is true that the preserva- 
Sige tive effect’ of cold storage diminishes 
: in proportion to the extent that de- 
terioration has taken place “before the 
goods are stored, It very often hap- 
pens that. goods. are.placed in cold 
storage only when the owner has-rea- 
son to believe that there is immediate 
danger. of them spoiling. This is, of 
course, very unfair to cold storage, 
and such goods should be refused ad- 
mission.”

Mr. Norman Criddle, the aciacy 
ist in charge of the Dominion Labora- 
tory at ‘Treesbank, Manitoba, in 
Pamphlet No, 6 of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture of which he 
is the author, deals with the western 
wheat-stem . sawfly. and its control.

Silo Construction Methods 


Four. Types: of Construction Are In 
General Use 

Silo construction in ‘its various 
forms must bé similar to a large ex- 
tent all over the country, afid, there- 
fore, the investigations made Mr. ,M.

Violations-of these laws are, however, not always easy 
of detection, but {t should be a part of every true spbrtsmen’s code that he 
observe these laws which have been enacted for his own and the public good, 
and that he should actively interest himself in seeing that auch laws are 
obeyed by others, and offenders brought to book.
